NASMUCH as I have b^en connect­ 
ed with the spending of a few mil­ 
lion dollars for newspaper advertis­ 
ing in the last several years, Editor 
Si Publisher has assumed I can give a 
testimonial as to the effect of this 
advertising. 
It so h app en s that very little of the 
new spaper advertising I have been as­ 
sociated with was of the kind from 
which one could trace specific results. 
This newspaper advertising has been 
partly for building of good will, for 
educational purposes and for giving 
a background which would help the 
salesmen. 
It is possible, 
however, to give 
much concrete evidence as to the ef­ 
fectiveness of such newspaper adver­ 
tising. 
My first experience was a personal 
one. 
We had sonic old furniture to 
.-ell and we sold it for more than we 
paid for it— thanks to the power of 
classified advertising in the newspap­ 
ers. 
We have had the good fortune 
that we never since have inn a classi­ 
fied advertisem ent 
without 
pulling 
several 
inquiries and accomplishing 
good results. 
My next experience was the adver­ 
tising of a new body style of an auto­ 
mobile. 
We ran this advertisement 
in one newspaper in one city, and used 
no other advertising of any kind. Re­ 
sults? 
We had enough definite re­ 
quests for this new body style from 
this one city to pay for the advertise­ 
ment several times over. 
On another occasion, one small deal­ 
er sold two high-priced cars, a good 
m onth’s business for him, due to a 
quarter-page advertisement in his lo­ 
cal newspaper. 
He could trace the 
sales directly in this case. 
This ad­ 
vertisem ent had been prepared by the 
factory. 
We could recite many oth­ 
er instances of this same kind. 
Here is another example. 
In the 
automobile business the sales manager 
has to be a prophet to some extent. 
He has to figure out what the probable 
demand will be for each of several 
body styles for many months in ad­ 
vance, so that the m aterials can be or­ 
dered for the production department. 
Even the best of sales plans are 
bound to go wrong at times, and too 
many cars of certain models will be 
built, causing disturbance both at the 
factory and among dealer.. 
There 
have been 
many 
instances 
where 
newspaper advertising run in papers 
all over the country, has been able 
to accomplish immediate 
results in 


disposing of these stocks. 
In all fairness, however, we should 
point out here th at usually newspaper 
advertising is coupled 
with 
other 
sales promotion and advertising, such 
as direct-by-mail to prospects, letters 
to dealers and salesmen, 
and 
mes­ 
sages in the sales bulletin. 
In my own personal experience, I 
have heard men and women 
quote 
headlines from advertisements which 
-* have just published in newspaper?. 
They appropriate the very words of 
the advertisem ents as though 
they 
'ave figured out the whole thing for 
themselves. 
In our many studies of public rela­ 
tions. we find that there arc several 
types of minds in the world. 
Many 
minds are reached best by newspap­ 
ers. 
Many are influenced mostly by 
outdoor advertising, 
magazines, di- 
rect-by«mail or street car advertising. 
Probably no one type of advertising 
can reach everybody effectively, but 
there is no question th at newspaper 
advertising is economical and effec­ 
tive in reaching a large number of 
prospects for practically any product. 
The enormous percentage of adver­ 
tising appropriations spent in news­ 
papers is probably the best proof of 
all, because sooner or later every ad­ 
vertiser, in order to succeed in busi­ 
ness, m ust use sales and advertising 
efforts which bring good results. 
I could go on giving 
numerous 
specific instances illustrating the ef­ 
fectiveness of newspaper advertising. 
Naturally, in each case, the use of the 
space was only a starter. 
The physi­ 
cal appearance and the message in the 
advertisement were always important. 
I believe many advertisers make the 
mistake of thinking th at merely by 
running an advertisement iii the news­ 
paper they can solve their troubles. 
It has to be a good advertisement, 
rifely 
planned and executed before 
it can “bring home the bacon.” 
As a buyer of advertising space, it 
has always impressed me that news­ 
papers have a great job before them 
in helping many of the advertisers, es­ 
pecially the smaller 
ones, 
improve 
their advertising. 
The subject of newspaper advertis­ 
ing is so interesting th at after one 
gets started he is likely to w ant to 
talk all day. 
But remembering the 
editor’s request to be brief I shall 
dose at this point, and add my tribute 
to the great power and service of the 
daily press.

HEALTH TALK 


The health talk of the Pennsylvania 
Department of Health is prepared this 
week by C. J. Hollister, D. D. S., chief 
of the dental division. 
Dr. Hollister 
says: 
“Pennsylvania’* school medical in­ 
spection indicates beyond all doubt 
that decayed teeth is the most com­ 
mon defect found among children. 
“By proper treatment and training 
this condition is, to a great degree, 
preventable. Parents who neglect the 
mouths of their children are failing 
to protect one of the major avenues 
through which malnutrition, disease 
and even worse may enter. 
“While mature persons are more and 
more realizing the necessity of regu­ 
lar visits to their dentist, there is no 
indication that they feel the 
same 
sense of obligation so far as their 
younger children are concerned. The 
titude that the children’s teeth need 
little, if any, 
corrective 
attention 
somehow 
seems to have 
gotten 
abroad; w'hich, of course, is all wrong. 
“Moreover, it is much easier and con- 
siderbaly less painful for dentists to 
fill little cavities in teeth than big 
one*. 
Again, the larger unattended 
cavities are a bigger invitation to dis­ 
ease. 
“The schools of the state will open 
in a few weeks. 
Children, who for 
the first time are entering school as 
well as those who 
are 
returning, 
should have their mouths placed in 
perfect condition now'. 
Delay 
may 
mean backwardness in school as well 
as inconvenience and annoyance 
to 
both parents and teachers. 
But more 
than anything else, 
prompt 
action 
may prevent unfortunate conditions. 
“Children should be taken to the 
dentist at two years of age and about 
twice a year thereafter. 
Don’t for­ 
get that baby teeth need care, too. 
Abscesses are thus avoided, the in­ 
fant’s nerves are saved and 
mouth 
mutation, a very necessary factor, is 
possible. 
"lf people realized the full func- 
ion of baby teeth in that they are 
for proper mastication, for gum stimu­ 
lation and essential as guides for the 
teeth yet to come, the indifference to 
baby’s 
mouth would 
vanish 
more 
juickly. 
“Store teeth, no matted how good 
they may be, are still store teeth. At 
best, a very )>oor substitute for the 
real thing. 
More visits to the den­ 
tist and daily home care of the mouth, 
md that for young and old alike, will 
nuke them unnecessary. 
Which ones 
do you prefer?’’
